Accompanied by 
Ms. Pawlowski and Ms. Weston, the students were 
at camp from November 9-16, following a rigorous 
daily routine and facing simulated challenges with 
students from other schools.

A WEEK TO REMEMBER

I will never forget the first day we got to Space 
Camp and were assigned our rooms. We entered 
our rooms only the find the rooms were designed 
inside to look like a space shuttle’s sleeping 
quarters. I remember going to bed the first night 
and feeling excited, but in the night I woke up 
feeling cold. The next morning I asked an 
instructor why our rooms were cold. The 
instructor explained that temperatures in space 
are cold. 


The second day we had the rules explained and 
we were each given assignments to do. We began 
training for our mission patch. We each had 


specific duties to do on this mission that would 
make up a team. Then we had a test to see if each 
person knew his job well enough to do it.

Each day we continued to work on our mission 
patch so it would be ready to present at the end of 
the week. I also had to work on a model space 
station to be ready for a project. 


| Each day we were busy so I Kept a notebook for 

fear I might miss something important. We did a 
study on the history of the space shuttle and we 
learned how space has helped new inventions on 
Earth. There is so much that space has helped 
man learn about medicines and inventions that a 
book could be written. 


We saw a movie called FLYERS that explained 
the science involved in the space shuttle. It made 
me realize the importance of science and math in 
school. 


Each day we continued working on our project 
for the end of the week. I was assigned another 
job; I was to be a mission specialist. My job was to 


work on the outside of the space shuttle on the 
space tower. I had to build onto the tower. I also 
had been assigned a new job to watch the central 
board and make sure all instruments were 
functioning correctly. We learned about our space 
suits and we were instructed the correct way to 
wear them. We were getting closer to our big 
mission, so they gave us a new lesson each day. 


One day we went in the swimming pool to learn 
about working in space with no gravity to hold us 
down. On Thursday we were working as a team to 
get our mission ready for take-off. My partner and 
I had to go out and work on the tower. We 
encountered some problems with our engines. We 
had to release one of the rocket boosters. 


Now we were in space for the journey of our 
life; each person must be prepared for his job. All 
the training was being put to use. We solved our 
engine problems and were ready to land. We 
landed safely. My partner and I had built onto the 
tower during the mission. All the hard work as a 
team paid off. We felt proud. 


When the last day came, I knew I would miss 
being at the Space Camp and I hoped to come 
back. When the last day arrived, I presented my 
model station. I passed and received my 
certificate. This trip was educational and it was 
an experience to remember for a lifetime.

Next, students split up and went to different 
stations and learned about different things. The 
first place my group went to was the library where 
Mrs. Randles, Ms. Rufena Randles’ mother, 
explained there was first Moon Type (raised print 
letters), then New York Point and then Braille at 
KSB in 1924. 


Secondly, we learned about the American 
Printing House for the Blind materials with Ms. 
Carol Toby. This station showed us the old 
Braillewriters and how they changed. 


Finally in the library, Mrs. Hicks demonstrated 
the Talking WORLD BOOK ENCYCLOPEDIA and 
how to use it. 


After that, we went to the Scoggan Teacher’s 
Workroom and the IBM computer and sent 
messages to people in Mr. Mills’ room by the use 
of a telephone modem hooked to the computer. Mr. 
Mills and Ms. Ruconich directed students at this 
station. They shared this Sample communication 
with us. 


Anybody there. Hello. Who are you? 


I’m Mr. Mills. 


This is Terry Anderson. Who’s Mr. Mills? 
I teach Industrial Technology at KSB. 


What does that mean? Matthew me Ct 3oR says 
he is ready for lunch. 


I wonder if anyone knows what’s for lunch. 

Carrie says she is ready for a nap. 

Ms. Moran says beef stew. Matthew would 
rather eat hot dogs. Terry would rather eat chili 
dogs. 


One vote for pepperoni dogs! 


Arnold hopes for ice cream. Look out, we have 
a salad order. 


Who did that? 
Carrie. 


Thanks for the chat. We’re playing musical 
groups again. 


Does that mean this group should leave? 
Sounds good to me. 


Your caps lock key is down. (End of modem 


~ conversation) 
As you can tell, the modems were great fun! 


We then went from modern to antique when the 
group saw all the old stereos. First, there was a 
gramophone which was invented in 1877. The 
1890’s brought along flat disks and in 1910 a disk 
could be played for three minutes and then had to 
be rewound. In 1935 RCA made recordings at 33 
rpm which lasted for twenty-three minutes. Mr. 
Raymond Randles shared his valuable collection 
with us here. 


After that, we went from noise to silence, sign 
language, a silent language in which students 
learned the alphabet and how to spell their 
names. Many sign language users worked 
individually with us to help us with our names. 


My group went to the Rec Center to learn about 
television communications, materials for the non- 
speaking, and the parts of a Braillewriter. Mr. 
Tacy Fullerton of the Department of Education 
showed us a camera and discussed how to make a 
film. Ms. Mary Krebs demonstrated a variety of 
communication boards with signs, pictures, and 
symbols for the non-speaking person. Mr. Adam 
Ruschival, volunteer repair person at KSB, showed 
us how a Braillewriter works as we examined all 
its parts. 


In the gym we learned about ham radio 
(amateur radio) and enjoyed talking with several 
people out in the state. Mrs. Rowe met Mr. Rowe 
by ham radio! Tom Scoggins, Maury Weedman, 
Robert Knasiak, Tim Cramner, Fred Gissoni, Herb 
Rowe, and Ricky Ricks shared at this station. 


Mrs. Scoggins also let us use the Morse Code key 
and experiment with the letters we have been 
learning on the Morse Code announcements. 


After lunch, we had an assembly with foreign 
exchange students. These people and countries 
were as follows: Leo Swerbinsky from Ukraine, 
Truc Dang from Vietnam, David Adenirar from 
Nigeria, Leticia Lara Vella from Spain, and Vunkie 
Gherris from the Netherlands. Each told us about 
his or her home countries, counted to ten, and 
shared simple greetings in their home languages. 


It was an educational day which was lots of fun.

Earl Hart (eleventh grader), Timmy Davis 
(tenth grader), and Chris Simpson (ninth grader) 
along with Coach Larry Mann attended a wrestling 
clinic on Sunday, September 22, 1991, from 1:00 to 
6:00 pm. at New Albany High School in New 
Albany, Indiana. The Indiana University

clinic. Head Coach Joe McFarland who was four- 
time NCAA All-American and world silver medalist; 
Asst. Coach Duane Goldman who was four-time 
NCAA All-America, four-time Big Ten Champion, 
and NCAA Champion; and Brian Dolph who was 
three-time NCAA All- American, two-time Big Ten 
Champion and 1991 NCAA Champion were the 
clinicians. Moves were shown by the clinicians, 
then the wrestlers in attendance paired off to 


practice each move, with the clinicians observing 
and making corrections. About one hundred 
wrestlers from the Louisville and southern Indiana 
area were in attendance. It was very worthwhile 
and informative experience, and a good time was 
had by all! The three K.S.B. wrestlers were 
enthusiastic about the clinic and are anxious for 
K.S.B.’s wrestling season to begin. 


_ THE BEGINNING OF A NEW SEASON 


On November 4, 1991, a new wrestling season 
began. Wrestling coach Larry Mann and assistant 
Kenneth Jones began getting sixteen as ready 
for the season. 


Returning wrestlers were Timmy Davis, Johnny 
Saylor, Earl Hart, Kevin Smith, David Hoskins, 
Jason Keaton, Doc Taylor, Michael Cochran, and 
‘Philip Taylor. New wrestlers this year are Charlie 
Turner, Brian Bates, William Wolfe, Stephen 
Meredith, Mark Hardin, and Joshua Jeffrey. | 


For the first two weeks the coaches taught 
some of the basic wrestling holds. The team 
practiced some take-down and escape drills. 
Practicing these drills will help th wrestlers’ 
endurance and speed out on the mat. 


On November 23, the Kentucky Invitational 
Tournament was held here at KSB. Kentucky won 
a smashing victory, scoring 176 1\2 points. 


Indiana was second with 118 points; Illinois was 
third with 117 1\2 points; Ohio was fourth with 94 
points, and Missouri was fifth with 39 points. 


KSB’s wrestling team filled twelve of the 
fourteen contested weight classes. Out of the 
twelve, nine weight classes were filled in the finals 
with six KSB champions emerging. The results of 
the twelve classes were as follows: David Stacy 
(112 Ibs.) second, Philip Taylor (119 Ibs.) first, 
Johnny Saylor (125 Ibs.) first, Chris Simpson (130 
Ibs.) first, Brian Bates (135 lbs.) second, Kevin 
Smith (140 lbs.) first, Timmy Davis (145 Ibs.) third, 
Earl Hart (152 Ibs.) first, David Hoskins (160 lbs.) 
first, Jason Keaton (171 Ibs.) second, Charlie 
Turner (189 Ibs.) fourth, Smith "Doc" Taylor 
(heavyweight) third. 


The coaches were impressed with the 
performance of each wrestler and were looking 
forward to getting into the rest of the season. 


INDIANA INVITATIONAL TOURNAMENT 


The Indiana Invitational Wrestling Tournament 
was held on the weekend of December 7 in 
Indianapolis. Sheridan (Indianapolis) placed first 
with 168 1/2 points; Clinton Prairie second with 
130 1/2 points, Cowan third with 102 points, Park 
Tudor fourth with 91 points, KSB fifth with 69 
points, and Daleville sixth with 65 points. Tied for 
seventh were Indiana School for the Blind and 


Indianapolis Washington with 63 points, and ninth 
was Missouri School for the Blind with 0. 


KSB wrestlers Johnny Saylor (125 Ibs.) and 
Timmy Davis (145 lbs.) took second places. Johnny 
Saylor lost in the finals by a score of 9-7 in 
overtime, but he showed his best wrestling ability 
to date. For Timmy Davis, this was his highest 
place finish in a tournament. Third place finishers 
were Brian Bates (130 lIbs.), Chris Simpson (135 
Ibs.), and David Hoskins (160 Ibs.) Winning one 
match were David Stacy (112 lbs.), Kevin Smith 
(140 Ibs.), and Michael Cochran (heavyweight). 
Jason Keaton (171 Ibs.) and Charlie Turner (189 
Ibs.) also wrestled in exhibition matches. 


The tournament was excellent experience for 
KSB wrestlers, and this competition better 
prepared for the big tournaments ahead. 


1991-92 WRESTLING SEASON UNFOLDS 


KSB traveled to St. Xavier on December 11 to 
meet its first district opponent of the year and was 
beaten badly by a score of 65-5, winning only one 
match and tying one. Earl Hart (152 lbs.) won by 
a score of 10-6, and "Doc" Smith Taylor tied the 
first public school match of his career at 
heavyweight at 2-2. Although Brian Bates (135 
Ibs.) lost, he wrestled his best match to date. 


KSB’s second district opponent this year was 
Moore High School in a dual match on December 
17 at Moore. In a direct reversal of last week’s 
match, KSB turned Moore back by a score of 66-24. 
All matches resulted in falls or pins by KSB 
wrestlers. 


On January 8, KSB wrestled Trinity at KSB. 
Trinity won by a score of 42-24. Chris Simpson 
(135 Ibs.), Kevin Smith (140 lbs.), Timmy Davis (145 
Ibs.), Earl Hart (152 Ibs.) and David Hoskins (160 
Ibs.) won. Johnny Saylor (125 Ibs.) and Mark 
Hardin (135 lbs.) won exhibition matches. 


On January 10-11 KSB traveled to Valley High 
School for the Jefferson County Tournament of 
Champions Wrestling Tournament. The nineteen 
teams of Jefferson County all participated in this 
tournament. KSB filled eleven of the the thirteen 
contested weight classes. Earl Hart at (152 Ibs.) 
made it to the consolation finals and there placed 

third. 


The tournament was a good indicator of how 
each wrestler might do in the NCASVH Conference 
Tournament. For each wrestler to watch the other 
wrestlers from the other schools was a good 
learning experience. 


WILDCATS TAKE SECOND IN NCASVH 
TOURNAMENT 


Illinois School for the Visually Impaired in 
Jacksonville hosted the NCASVH Wrestling and 
Cheerleading Conference Tournament on January 
16-17. Arkansas won it with 200. points, breaking 
Kentucky’s record which was set in 1979. Kentucky 
was second with 158 points; Wisconsin was third 
with 87 1\2 points; Indiana was fourth with 87 
points; Illinios was fifth with 74 points; Missouri 
was sixth with 47 points; Ohio was seventh with 35 
points; Kansas was eighth with 16 points, and 
Minnesota was ninth with seven points. 


Brian Bates (119 lbs.) was Kentucky’s only 
conference champion. Philip Taylor (112 Ibs.), 
Johnny Saylor (125 lbs.), Earl Hart (152 Ibs.), David 
Hoskins (160 Ibs.), and Mike Cochran (189 Ibs.) 
placed second. Timmy Davis (135 lbs.), Kevin 
Smith (145 Ibs.), and Jason Keaton (171 Ibs.) placed 
third. David Stacy (103 lbs.) took fourth, and "Doc" 
Taylor (heavyweight) did not place but he did 
score team points. 


The wrestling team was a young team and did 
a good job. Everyone supported each other and 
showed pride in the team. If this team continues to 
work hard, then it’s no telling what it will be like 
in the future. 


The KHSAA Central Jefferson County Wrestling 
District was held February 8, 1992, at Trinity High 
School. Trinity took first with 215 points; St. 
Xavier was second with 206 points; Atherton was 


third with 130 points; Seneca was fourth with 123 
points; Moore was fifth with 90 points, and 
Kentucky School for the Blind was sixth with 64 
points. | | 


In this tournament, the top four wrestlers from 
each weight class advance to competition at the 
Regional level. KSB took nine wrestlers to the 
District. Out of the nine wrestlers, Earl Hart 
placed second, Timmy Davis placed third and 
Kevin Smith placed fourth in their weight classes. 
These wrestlers go on to the KHSAA Regional 
~ Wrestling Tournament. 


On February 14-15, Timmy Davis wrestled his 
way from the KHSAA Regional Tournament 
through to the KHSAA State Tournament. Timmy 
was proud of himself and others are proud of him. 
Timmy said that it is quite an honor to be the only 
‘wrestler from KSB to make it to the State 
Tournament this year. 


Timmy competed in the State Tournament held 
at Atherton High School on February 21-22. 
Although he did not win his match, he felt that it 
was a tremendous experience. 


SWIM TEAM TAKES TO THE WATER 


As swim season officially got underway on 
Thursday, February 20, six KSB girls and six boys 


began swimming laps and practicing dives to 
condition themselves for the coming competitions.

, When Mrs. Bradley was in school, she had a 
great deal of funny experiences. One particular 
experience she remembers the most was an 
unforgettable one. It was in the early years and 
_the regulations were very rigorous. There was an 
old- fashioned fire escape which was made of 
metal. One night everyone heard a noise that 
sounded like roaring thunder. The students and 
especially the authorities were filled with 
curiosity. Later on, the boys said that they did it, 
but they didn’t get in trouble because they never 
told the authorities. 


Mrs. Bradley and her husband Ted Bradley met 
in a church choir and the Choral Union. They had 
a date once in 1963 and another in 1966. They 
were married in the fall of that same year. 


She was very interested in music. There was 


some encouragement from a former piano teacher 
who worked at the Kentucky School for the Blind, 
Bill Moots.

Mrs. Bradley feels that Louisville is like a 
community and that it will always be 
home. 


She has mixed feelings about retiring this year | 
because she loves the staff and students. Mrs. 
Bradley has positive feelings towards it also. She 
can spend time with her husband and friends and 
get things organized at home. Her goals for the 
future are to keep busy and to enjoy life. 


Her main wish for the future is to have world 
peace and that everyone can get along so there 
won’t be war. She once said, "The future will 
continue to be dim unless we can learn to get 
along with one another and live in peace. That is 
my great wish."

LETTER TO PARENTS OF HEARING CHILDREN —

Dear Parents of Hearing Children, 


I am hard of hearing and my left ear is deaf and 
my right ear is good with a hearing aid and not 
without it. When I am wearing my left ear hearing 
aid, I can hear some, but I can’t understand people 
who are talking. I am going to tell you how a deaf 
parent can raise hearing kids. 


When I have a baby, how would I hear the baby 
cry at night or during the day? During the day, I 
will use a monitor with high volume. At night, it 
is easy because the cry alarm and the light will 
flash on and off. It will wake me up. 


How could kids know how to talk? When the 
baby turns one year old, ask some family member 
who will work with the kids. When you take them 
to day care, the day care worker will work with 
them. Ask someone who can talk and sign. For 
example, I have a great aunt who is deaf and she 
had a hearing daughter. My aunt’s mom and my 
aunt worked with my cousin (my aunt’s daughter). 


My aunt’s mom taught her to talk and my aunt 
taught her to sign. 


There are many people neeine me, "Can deaf 
people drive?" Yes, people who are deaf can drive. 
But they can’t hear? All they have to do is to use 
their eyes and they have to look at the car mirror 
all the time to see the car behind. What if the 
police came and the light is on? Deaf people have 
to look at the car mirror lots more than hearing. 
But they can’t hear and must use their eyes. 


How do deaf people communicate with people? 
They had to write me on paper and give it to 
people who they are talking with on the paper. 
Deaf people have to write with good English. 


Deaf people can get jobs, drive, do many things. 
I would like to show you how I can know my deaf 
friends. Before I learned the sign language, my 
friend’s name was Dara. She and I had to write 
because I couldn’t sign yet. Here is what Dara and 
I were talking on paper. 


Hi! My name is Stephanie. What is your name? 
My name is Dara and I’m glad to know you. I 
will teach you to sign. I know lots of it. So do you 


want to learn? 


Sure, I would like to because lots of my friends 
are deaf. I don’t want to write all the time. 


I agree with you. 


See, that is so easy to write unless you know 
the signs. I started going to KSD when I was seven 
years old and didn’t know the sign language until 
I was nine years old. But my speech was not very 
good. Now I am eighteen years old and I am 
improving my speech because I am in KSB now. I 
am very happy here at KSB, but Ido miss KSD. | 


Well, if you have any questions about deaf 
people, please let me Know. I will be happy to 
answer your question. But I may not know all the 
questions. I will try to answer. Well, bye for now.
